Sis on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times the Poultry Correspondent says: 


Plucking is generally done while the birds 
are still warm. and, where it is carried 
out by hand, the fine feathers on the 
necx, breast and wings are first extracted, 
and then the coarse feathers and the 
feathers at the top of the neck. Remem- 
ber always t draw out feathers against 
the grain of the skin. If turkeys are to 
be packed foi transit, it is wiser to leave 
a tuft of featers on the back to form a 
protective cushion for the tender skin, 
and thus prevent barking. The flight 
feathers, neck and tail feathers are also 
left on . turkeys when being sent to 
market, If amy hairs are noticed on the 
skin singe them at a clear flame, but be 
most careful not to leave any marks or

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish

This is fairly good weather for pruning and 

planting fruit trees, and as soon as 
operations are completed dress the trees 
with one or other of the winter insecti- 
cides to destroy some at least of the 
eggs of insects, which are sure to be 
numerous after the season. Another 
matter calling for attention as this time 
is the top-dressing or mulching of small 
trees and bushes, This is one of the 
lessons all fruit growers should learn; 
place sufficient food on the surface te 
encourage the roots to remain -within 
reach of the warming influence of the 
sunshine. Then again, more lime should 
be used among fruit trees.

Next Year s Six Days 


HE Auto-Cycle Union has decided to 

undertake the organisation of next 
year’s Internationa] Six Days’ Trial. It 
will be held from 19th to 24th July, and 
a sub-committee has been appointed to 
select the venue. 

It seems that the Competition Com- 
mittee has decided that the trial shall 
be organised in Great Britain, and that 
shouid end any hope that we had of 
running the event in Ireland. It is just 


the Committee means Britain and Ireland; 
or, if that is too much to hope for, 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 

Anyway, the selected date does not 
clash with any Irish event, though the 
Leinster Trophy Race is to be held on 
the Saturday before, while the End-to-

in any event. 

What about all that energy and 
enthusiasm that was bursting to be 
released upon the organisation of a Six 
Days now being directed to the End-to-End 
Trial? This was for many years our 
greatest classic trial, and —Í can speak 
from experience—there were few more 
enjoyable events in which one could 
compete.

N August last more motor.cars were in 
use in Great Britain and Ireland than 
in any previous month in history. In 
England the total was, 1,604,948, which 
shows an increase of 10 per cent. upon 
August of 1935. In Northern Treland the 
number in use was 30,823, an increase of 
15.9 per cent., and in the Irish Free 
State the number was 40,840, an increase 
of 7.47 per cent. 

The number of motor cycles in use con- 
tinnes to decrease, notwithstanding good 
sales reports. The August totals were :— 
Great Britain, 479,943 (decrease of 4 per 
cent.); Northern Ireland, 4.290 (decrease 
of 2.6 per cent.), and Irish Free State, 
3,501 (decrease of 13.2 per bent.) 

In the ten months ended dist August 
motor cycle sales in Great Britain 
showed an increase of 15.8 per cent. as 
compared with the corresponding ten 
months of 1934-35. In Northern Ire- 
land the increase was 10.9 per cent., 
but in the Free State there was a re- 
duction of 17.4 per cent.

Animal Lore 


A propos of big game shooting, whether 
with gun or camera, I was held spell- 
bound for about two hours the other night 
talking to a man who had taken part in 
several expeditions in Africa—but he had 
used his scalpel and dissecting knife more 
often than his camera. 

He mentioned, among lots of interesting 
‘snippets, that the eye of the eagle is its 
brain. Its eye is of enormous rtions, 
and one eye weighs more than whole 
brain. (Is this the origin of “ keeping 
an eagle eye on it?’’) 

The rhinoceros, however, loses out on 
eyesight, but makes up on his sense of 
smell. His two eyes weigh one-twentieth 
part of his brain; but then he has more 
room for brain. He sees badly, and has to 
depend on his nose, plus the collaboration 
of the rhino-bird for warning of approach- 
ing danger. I wish I had asked him 
about the elephant, Long ago, during my 
geological studies, my professor used to 
point to the enormous size of prehistoric 
animals, but to the tiny size of their 
heads, and suggest (by way of professorial 
humour, but also with some apparent 
seriousness) that the brains of these 
animals must have been placed in more 
roomy parts of their anatomies. 

One other thing my friend remarked— 
that was the silence of giraffes; they have 
no vocal chords: But. then, anything that 
can rubberneck so well as a giraffe cannot 
have much time for talking.

case; but there are certain signs and por- 
tents which ought not to be ignored. 
Take, for example, the Hitler salute. At 
the beginning, when enthusiasm was at 
fever heat, every said “ Heil Hitler” 
to everybody else. foreigner who said 
Guten Tag, or Grüss Gott, almost in- 
variably got the Nazi reply to his greet- 
ing, and in the very early stages was 
lucky if he escaped with a cuff on the ear 
from a devoted S.A. man. This salute 
looked rather ridiculous to stra and 
the cry of Heil Hitler“ which accom- 
panied it had an irresistible likeness to 
our own party cry of “Up Dev.!“ But 
the Nazis knew what they were doing. 
This * sg <P ac mang not only was an 
outward and visible sign of party loyalty; 
it also worked upon the minds of the 
people, to whom the phrase became almost 
second nature, and was a definite feature 
of the totalitarian policy which was 
pursued by the Government. 


A Disappearing Salute 


Three years everybody in Germany 
was Heiling Hitler as loudly, and as 
frequently, as he could. Last year, when 
I was in Thüringen, the early fervour 
still was there; but in North Germany 
there was a noticeable change. The salute 
itself, which formerly had been aggres- 
sively vigorous, had become almost per- 
functory, and the words Heil Hitler” 
had degenerated into a mumble. This 
year I found that the whole business had 
become almost insignificant. Officials still 
use the salute, and give the greeting on 
every conceivable occasion; but the men 
and women in the street have virtually 
ceased to bother about it. Tou hardly 
ever see it in Berlin or in Hamburg. In 
Munich it is far less general than it was 
twelve months ago, and in the country it 
is growing increasingly rare. 

I was interested while in Berchtesgaden 
to watch the demeanour of the people in 
this matter of the salute. Here, if any- 
where in Germany, one would expect to 
find it in general use; and to a certain 
extent it is. But I never saw a ‘single 
German visitor in my hotel either giving 
the salute or saying Heil Hitler; even 
when among themselves. The attitude of 
the peasants was illuminating. I always 
greeted them on the roads with the old 
South German phrase Grüss Gott. In 
about six out of ten cases they replied in 
the same way. The other four would 

Heil Hitler in loud tones. One 


Gott; if anybody else was within 

it was Heil Hitler! I am not 

to make any capital out of these 
facts; I merely am recording them.

their walls, and you cannot walk a hun- 
dred yards through the countryside 
without finding some evidence of the 
popular devotion. All the shrines are 
supplied with fresh flowers—some of them 
make charming pictures—and the peasants 
seem to vie with one another in their pious 
tasks. In view of the Government’s 
attitude towards the Church, it is surpris- 
ing that it enjoys so much popularity 
among the Bavarian people as it does 
enjoy ; but there can be no doubt that in 
the iong run, if ever there should be a 
direct conflict between religion and poli. 
tics in Bavaria, at any rate, religion will 
win. 

The life of the Bavarian village still is 
based on the village church, and, al- 
though a certain amount of semi-official 
propaganda is being carried on against the 
priesthood, it does not seem to be achiev- 
ing many results. I myself found a S. A. 
officer stacking up offensive handbills on 
the trees surrounding a Franciscan 
church in a Bavarian village under cover 
of darkness one Saturday night. The text 
of the document was designed to under- 
mine the influence of the Church in gene- 
ral and of the Franciscans in particular ; 
but on ‘the Sunday morning the little 
church was as crowded as ever, and I do 
not think that many persons psid the 
least attention to this most unpleasant 
piece of propaganda. 


The Strength of the Church 


It would be untrue to say that the Ger- 
man Catholics are openly o to the 
Government. They are not. For one thing, 
they would not dare to be, and, for an- 
other, many of them sincerely believe that 
the Nazi administration has done the 
country more good than harm. On the 
other d, the Catholic religion is rooted 
so firmly in South German soil—although 
the externals may not be practised so 
widely as they are, for instance, in Ire- 
land—that no Government or political 
movement, except, perhaps, the maddest 
form of Bolshevism, ever could hope to 
destroy its influence. If, therefore, Herr 
Hitler and his collea continue to at- 
tack the Church, they, and not the 
— probably will be the ultimate 
osers.

They are, 
roughly, in the ition occupied at tte 
moment by the former Unionists in our 
own country. They are. patriotic Germans 
first and foremost, who are prepared to 
make almost any sacrifices in their 
country’s cause. They still are smarting 
under a sense of real injustice, believing 
sincerely that Germany was treated 
scandalously by her conquerors after the 
World War, and welcoming any oppor- 
tunity to secure a revision of the Versailles 
Diktat. 

In these circumstances, while they do 
not like the Nazi business, they take the 
view that it was and is inevitable. “If 
Germany had been treated properly, one 
of them said to me, “there never would 
have been a Nazi Party in Germany We 
tried the method of treaty fulfilment for 
fifteen years. Look what poor Stresemann 
did, and, above all, think of Heinrich 
Bruening. And what ha ed? All that 
we got in return was ed insult. Now 
look at Hitler. He reversed all the 
previous methods, and you must admit 
that he has achieved far more in a few 
months than all the others achieved in 
fifteen years. We now are a Great Power 
again. We can defend ourselves in case 
of need, whereas previously we could do 
nothing except shiver when the French 
cracked their whip. God knows, we have 
no love for Hitler; but facts are facts, 
and but for him and his direct methods 
Germany never would have got out of the

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BELFAST Saturday 

HE Northern Parliament was pro- 

rogued this week, and a new session 
will be opened im State by the Governor 
on Tucsday, 24th inst. The session which 
has concladed has been notable for bring- 
ing into operation Part Two of the Unem- 
ployment Act, which deals with the 
unemployment assistance scheme for able- i 
bodied unemployed who are outside the 
scope of unemployment insurance, Kither 
they have exhausted their unemploymcut 
benefit or have not been in the insurance 
scheme sufficiently long to qualify, There 
was much opposition to the retentjon of 
the family means test, but as those who 
cet unemployment assistance under cho 
scheme are receiving something to which 
they have not contributed, and as the 
amount available is limited, some form of 
means test is essential for the equitable 
distribution ‘of the money amongst those 
most in need. 

Under the new arrangement the unem- 
ployment insurance scheme is kept sepa. 
rate from the unemployment assistaasc 
scheme, and the former scheme will be 
se|f-supporting—that is, the contributions 
from the employer, the employé and the 
State will be able to meet the demands. 
Under the assistance scheme, the Govern- 
ment, as in Great Britain, takes over 
responsibility for able-bodied unemployed, 
and the estimated cost during the twelve 
months will be £1,400,000. Ninety-four 
per cent. of this sum will be provided by 
the Exchequer and only £88,000 by the 

| authorities in the form of contribu- 


tion to the Unemployment Assistance 
} und 

During the session reference was also 
made to the new unemployment insurance 
with Great Britain. By the new method 


of calculation of the payments to the 
}qualisation Fund the British Exchequer 
this year will contribute roughly 2722. 000 
nstead of £275,000, which would have 
been paid under the old agreement. The 
new agreement will not require alteration 
when the scheme for the insurance of 

ultural workers comes into operation. 
‘The present Parliament is running to 
the end of its term, and it is not im- 
probable that the coming session will be 
the last before a general election. This 
may take place in the autumn next year. 


Town-Planning 


Very little attention has been paid to 
town-planning in the hurried expansion of 
Belfast during the past fifty years. Many 
factors have contributed to this, but the 
most important has been the need for a 
large number of workers’ houses situated 
near the mills, factories and shipyarda. 

It is felt mow that any further expan- 
sion of Belfast should be carried out upon 
definite plans. In order to secure this the 
Ministry of Home Affairs recently called 
upon local authorities in the areas adjoin. 
ing Belfast to consult with the Ministry 
and the Belfast Corperation, so that any 
building in their districts and street con- 
struction would conform to the best town 
planning ideas. The Belfast city boundary 
will be extended in the near future to 
include an area almost as big as the 
present city, and it is only reasonable to 
expect these local authorities to exercise 

e that developments in their areas will 

t be such as would involve the Corpora- 

n in expense when these areas are taken 
Narrow roads and unsightly build. 
ings should not be permitted. 

Mr. E. Maxwell Fry, an authority on 
town-planning, recently gave his views 
upon the need for town-planning in 
Belfast. His suggestion of @ circular road 
around the city, with belts of green open 
pace, is an admirable one, and goes much 
further than the Corporation scheme of 
North and South Circular roads, 

Cave Hill should be preserved as a plav- 
ground for the citizens either by the Cor- 
poration or the Nationa) Trust. 

It is dificult to effect any but minor 
town-planning schemes in the centre of the 
city, but it is not yet too late to devise 
comprehensive measures immediately out- 
side the existing city boundary. 


Problem of the Roads 


Allied to town ERC. is the im- 
portant question of a suitable road policy. 
The length of roads in Northern Ireland 
per square mile is far im excess of that 
in any other pert of the United 
Kingdom. Unfortunately, many of the 
roads are narrow, with steep gradients 
and sharp corners. In Great Britain and 
on the Continent, notably in Germany, 
special motor roads are being constructed 
with several“ lanes for passing traffic. 

In an address to the Northern Ireland 
Association of the Institute of Civil En- 
gineers Mr. J. G. Wilkin, B. E., Sur- 
veyor of County Down, expressed the 
opinion that, unless there was an unpre- 
cedented increase in the volume of traffic 
using the roads in Northern Ireland, he 
did not see that con litions would warrant 
construction of special motor roads.

Marketing Act, and they decided not to 
make any alteration in the existing price.

The distributors in 
Northern Ireland have a margin of ten- 
pence and three-halfpence per gallon less 
than in London, and over a penny per 
gallon less than in English towns, so it 
cannot be said that they are getting any 
undue advantage. 

The milk scheme, like other marketing 
schemes in the North, has been of un- 
doubted advantage to the farmers, and it 
would be unreasonable of them to force up 
the price of . and other commodities 
to a point where r people in the cities 
wo be 1 wet Them: Even at 
present many have been forced to use skim 
milk by reason of the advance in price 
already made. 

There are rumours that the milk pro- 
ducers may declare a “ milk war,” but 
they would secute little sympathy from 
the general public. Indeed, any undue 
forcing of milk prices in an upward di-ec- 
tion might lead to a demand for the aboli- 
tion of the milk scheme and the 
re-introduction of free competition. 


Road Transport 


A big task has been imposed upon the 
Northern Road Transport Board in the 
acquisition of all road transport services, , 
passenger and goods, and co-ordinating 
these by a pooling arrangement with the 
railway services, aa al! the passenger 
services have been acquired, and are 
operating satisfactorily under the direc- 
tion of the Beard. Some of the goods 
services also have been taken over, but 
there are complaints among railway share 
holders and employés that the Board has 
not displayed sufficient energy in acquiring 
all the freight undertakings, which are 
still indulging in ruinous competition with 
each other and the railways without 


making any adequate provision for the | 


depreciation of vehicles or buildings. 
On the other hand, Chambers of Com- 


merce and other business organisations 


complain that since the Transport Board | 


took over control of some of the road goods 
traffic the freights have been greatly in- 
creased, to the detriment of business 
interests. It is generally admitted that 
the former charges were uneconomic and 
that, if the services are to be maintained. 
it will be necessary to increase some of 
the freight charges. The Board, however, 
is prepared to investigate any case of ex- 
cessive charge brought to its notice. 

There is a disposition in all quarters to 
give the Board time to put ite house in 
order. It is recognised that it has a big 
task to perform, and that it would be 
unfair to judge its operations until it 
has complete control of all road passenger 
and goods service. It is expected that in 
a year the Board will be in a position to 
give a better account of its operations. 
The public will then not merely ask. but 
demand, that the services and the charges 
for them will be as moderate as it is 
possible to make them, consistent with the 
maintenance of adequate and economic 
operation.

SYNTHETIC RUBBER 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm, — Lou article on synthetic rubber is 
extremely interesting, and leads one on to 
further calculations. The cost of the rubber 
in a motor tyre is only a fraction of the 
price we pay Ící the tyre itself, and 1 think 
we may assume that a filty-shilling motor 
tyre would not cost more than seventy 
shillings at the outside if synthetic rubber 
was substituted tor natura If, however, 
the life of the tyre was lengthened by BW 
per cent. its value would fise to sixty-six 
shillings and eightpence, so that the synthetic 
one would — cost only three shillings 
and fourpence more than a natural rubber 
tyre of the same quality. This three 
shillings and fourpence would be the 
equivalent of a much smaller duty than is at 
present payable on many imports as a pro- 
tection for the home industry, and if the 
accounts we get of synthetic rubber are re- 
liable there would seem to be very good 
reasons for manufacturing it here. 
The irony of the situation at present is 
that our rubbe: comes very largely from the 
Straits Settlements, and the Straits Settle- 
ments are on- of only three countries in the 
world with Wich the Free State has a 
favourable trade balance. The other two are 
Great Britain and the Philippine Islands. For 
obvious reasons we must preserve our export 
trade, and it is an unhappy thought that 
already we are jeopardising our trade position 
with Great Britain by pretecting our in- 
dustries agaist hers The question will arise 
as to whether we ought to risk adopting the 
same policy towards the Straits Settlements. 
If possible, our protective measures ought to 
aim at reducing imports from those countries 
that do pot buy from , and an excellent 
case can by made out from this point of 
view for substituting home products for im- 
ported products in the cases of such things 
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as wheat, sugar, timber, oil and cotton. 
Timber and oil can be produced by chemical 
methods, and linen and rayon can go far 
towards replacing, imported cotton and silk. 
The rubber question is less easy to settle, but 
it is worth inquiring into further.—Yours, 
etc...

The remains of the late King Constantine 
and Queen Sophia of Greece and of Queen

Such a positive explanation of the 
civil war, perhaps, 1s unjustifiable; but 
it must be allowed that no dynasty can 
count itself secure which is ridden with 
this unreasonable virus. No Spaniard 
would base his hopes of future blessings 
upon a Crown Prince who might bleed to 
death from an accidental push at a 
crowded reception, or from a scratch occa- 
sioned by one of his own medals. If the 
presence of hemophilia in the blood of the 
Bourbons, however, had no effect upon 
history, at least it was a cause of the 
downfall of the Romanoffs.

joy square, and were already being 
attended daily by upwards of 90 mothers. 
diningroom at headquarters, 14 
Merrion square, was being rebuilt; but 
the mothers registered for that room were 
given tram tickets to bring them to other 
centres, The cost of the diningrooms was 
increasing, and, apart from the six 
months’ dinners, each mother received a 
maternity grant of a pint of milk for 
fourteen days, a parcel of meal and cocoa, 
and new underclothing for themselves as 
well as baby clothes. 


LESS TO EAT 


The distress due to unemployment, said 
Miss Barrington, seemed still to be very 
great, and the mothers were just as badly 
in need of proper nourishment as ever. 
Many of their mothers had left their slam 
homes for the Corporation houses in the 
Cabra, Kimmage and Crumlin areas; but 
they were getting less to eat than ever, 
as rents in most cases were higher, 
and the cost of living was further in- 
creased by their having no money to bring 
them into the city to purchase cheap fooa. 
Some of the rents in the city, she added, 
were disgracefully high for the accom- 
modation offered. 

Mrs. Erskine Childers said that they 
wanted to secure that every child coming 
into this world should do so under the 
best conditions possible. Some people 
seemed to think that where State help 
was given there was no need for voluntary 
aid, but that was not true. So far as 
voluntary effort and organisation could, 
the Brigade had been doing splendid work. 
It was work that must go on until every 
mother in Dublin who needed extra food 
should be sure of getting it. Many links 
might be established in order to help St. 
John Ambulance Brigade. Creches were 
wanted, more playgrounds and Daily 
Homes,’’ where children could do their 


home work in properly lighted and airy 
rooms. 


LAST TEN YEARS’ WORK 


Dr. Kerry Reddin said that in public 
health work voluntary help could only 
take them a certain distance; they miust 
get official backing. In Dublin and in 
reland more had been done in the last 
ten years than in the whole period of 
British administration, and Ireland and 
Dublin were infinitely ahead of any con- 
tinental city in pre-natal work. The St. 
John Ambulance Brigade had Uroken new 
ground in dealing with such matters. Ten 
years ago there were only 400 mothers re- 
ceiving pre-natal care; last year 5,000 
were being so treated. They were doing 
things better in Dublin than in any other 
city. Dublin was, in medical circles, re- 
garded as the Mecca of Midwifery. He 
would like to stress the benefit that the 
maternity grants of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade meant to mothers and 
babies. In regard to housing, he must 
say that the Corporation were doing their 
very best, and earnestly grappling with 
the task. 

Reverting again to the subject of pre- 
natal care, Dr. Reddin said in Dublin 
they should hold their heads high. The 
total annual birth rate was 10,000, and 
fifty per cent. of the mothers were getting 
pre-natal treatment. In Liverpool and 
Hamburg they had nothing like that per- 
centage. In another twelve months they 


would care for 80 per cent. of such cases 
here. 


TENEMENT RENTS 


Dr. Margaret Merrick spoke of the ex- 
ceedingly 1 rents paid poor people 
in tenement houses She gave instances of 
men with families ranging from seven to 
nine persons, who, out of the unemployed 
assistance benefit, amounting to 12s., 16s. 
and 20s. a week, had to pay rents of 6s., 
6s. 6d. and 7s. weekly. These persons, 
she said, were receiving public money and 
paying half to a third of it as rent for 
deplorable accommodation. She knew one 
case where a man four years ago bought 
a tenement house for £500, and ever since 
had been drawing £150 a year in rent 
from it 

A good deal had been said about getting 
emergency cases into Dublin hospitals. It 
was always a difficulty. In the months of 
July and August—the period when nurses 
usually took their holidays—beds had to 
be closed down on that account. Could not 
there be an arrangement made by the 
hospitals by which they would not all send 
their nurses on holidays at the same period. 


RELIEF WORK 

The Lord Mayor (Alderman A. Byrne, 
T.D.) said that he, on behalf of the 
Corporation, desired to tender the Brigade 
the expression of their appreciation of the 
splendid work being done by it. He was 
glad that Dr. Merrick had drawn atten- 
tion to men drawing relief money, and 
having it taken from them to pay 
exorbitant rents. Some other means ought 
to be found to provide for these rents.

In the course of a lecture: beíore a large 
gathering at N College, Cork, to- 
night on Housing the Pe Mr. P. 
Monahan, City Manager, several 
points had to be considered before 3 satisfac- 
tory housing policy could be formulated.

The uliar thing about this crime, 
said Mr. Justice O' Byrne, is that, although 
the house in which it was committed im- 
mediately adjoined other hoyses—houses 
from which very small sounds could be 
heard—yet not a single sound of this murder 
was heard outside. 

The fact that nothing was heard suggested 
that there was no noise, and that it must 
have been a very sudden crime, carried out 
without a struggle and without noise—the 
blow must have been dealt suddenly and 
without any opportunity for a struggle or 
an outcry. 

“Who had such an opportunity for. com- 
mitting such a crime as that, except the 
accused man—a man who was living in the 
house—a man who could go into the house 
without arousing any, suspicion—a man who 
could get into the a of delivering such 
a blow without ay suspicion on the part 
of Patrick Kelly.
